Insights of the past can be gleaned from Melaka's 
ancient relics that abound in the historical city 


Porta de Santiago (A'Famosa) 


This prominent landmark in Dutch invasion in 1641. Timely

St. Paul's Church 


The church was built on a hill in in the open grave here in 1553

Dutch. St. Francis Xavier was buried 


St. Francis Xavier's Church 


A Catholic French priest, Rev. Farve, 
built the Gothic-style church in 
1849. He dedicated it to St. Francis 
Xavier who was known as 

‘The Apostle of the East’ for his 
missionary endeavours in Southeast 
Asia during the 16th century. * 
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St. Peter's Church 


Built in 1710 during the Dutch 
occupation, it is the oldest Roman 
Catholic church in Malaysia. 

It was built on a piece of land 
donated by a Dutch gentleman, 
Maryber Franz Amboer. Its facade 
and décor is a combination of 
Eastern and Western architecture. 
One of its bells was cast in Goa in 
1608. The church is the venue for 
events like Good Friday, Easter 
Sunday processions and San 
Pedro's feast. * 








The Stadthuys 


A major landmark in Melaka, the 
Stadthuys was built in 1650 as the 
official residence of Dutch governors 
and their officers. Believed to be the 
oldest Dutch building in the East 
(circa 1641 and 1660), the Stadthuys 
houses the Museum of History and 
Ethnography. Originally white, it was 
given a striking salmon-red colour to 
match the nearby Christ Church.

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Dutch Cemetery 

The Dutch Cemetery was first 
used in the last quarter of the 
17th century. Five Dutch graves 
and 33 British graves lie within 
its compound. Its use was in 
stages, between 1670 - 1682 
and in 1818 - 1838, The cemetery 
was gazetted as a national 
monument under the Antiquities 
Act 1976.

Christ Church 

Situated adjacent to the Stadthuys, 
this bright red structure is testimony 
to Dutch architectural ingenuity. 
Interesting features include the 
church's handmade pews, ceiling 
beams (constructed without 
joints), brass bible, tombstone 
(with Armenian inscriptions) and 
‘The Last Supper’ in glazed tiles. 
When the British arrived they 
turned the building into an 
Anglican church and added a 
weathercock as well as a bell tower. 











St. John’s Fort 


The fort is located on St. John’s 
Hill, 3km from the city. It was 
originally a private Portuguese 
chapel dedicated to St. John the 
Baptist. Built by the Dutch during 
the third quarter of the 18th 
century, its cannon embrasures 
face inland as during that time, 
attacks on Melaka came mainly 
from hinterland instead of from 
the sea.

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Bukit Cina 


As the name implies, ‘Chinese Hill 
was the official settlement of the 
entourage that arrived with the 
Chinese Princess Hang Li Po. 

She was sent to Melaka by the 
Ming emperor to marry the Sultan,

The decision to impose tax

Mausoleum 

Dato' Dol Said, the ninth ruler of 
Naning, figured prominently in 
the Naning War against the British 
in 1831-1832. He defiantly 
opposed the imposition of tax on 
the district by the British. The war 
made Dato' Dol Said a hero of 
exceptional valour that earned him 
a permanent place in the history of 
Melaka. He was buried here at 
Taboh Naning, about 32km from 
Melaka city. 








Tun Teja's Mausoleum 


Tun Teja was the daughter 

of Sri Amar di Raja, the ruler 
of Pahang, who married Sultan 
Mahmud Shah. She died in 
Merlimau, about 24km from 
the city, while fleeing the 
Portuguese attack in 1511. 








Hang Kasturi's Mausoleum 


Hang Kasturi studied silat 
(Malay martial art) under the 
same tutelage as Hang Tuah, 
Hang Jebat, Hang Lekir and 
Hang Lekiu. He became one 
of the knights who served 
Melaka together with Hang 
Tuah. Except for Hang Jebat, 
Hang Kasturi and the others 
remained loyal to the Sultan 
to their dying days.

The Malays constitute the largest 
group of Melaka's population. Islam 
pervades their whole way of life, 
including their customs or adat.

The Chinese 


The Chinese community forms 

the second largest ethnic group in 
Melaka and most of them are 
involved in business and trading 
activities. The Peranakan or Straits 
born Chinese form a unique sub: 
group. Also known as Baba-Nyonya, 
they are descendants of the Chinese 
who arrived in Melaka and married 
locals. Described as 'Chinese in spirit 
and Malay in form; they retain many 
Chinese customs but Malay is their 
mother-tongue. They have adopted 
the Malay-style of dressing. 
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Melaka is based on adat 
temenggong, which embraces a 
patriarchal tradition. This custom 
spread subsequently to other 
states in the peninsula 


The Indians 


The Indians are another important 
group in Melaka's colourful racial 
mix. Within this group are the 
Melaka Chittys, descendants of 
wealthy traders from South India's 
Coromandel Coast who visited 
Melaka during the 15th century 
and married local women. This 
resulted in a unique culture where 
they speak and dress like the 
Malays but retain their religious 
practices.

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The Portuguese-Eurasians 


The Portuguese-Eurasian 
community number about 10,000 
in Malaysia. About 2,600 live in 
Melaka in the Portuguese 
Settlement which dates to 1930. 
They speak cristang, an archaic 
Portuguese dialect, and are Roman 
Catholics.

Malaysian Youth Museum 


The museum is situated next to 
Christ Church. The British colonial 
building was formerly a post office. 
On display are documents and 
photographs showing the work of 
the Malaysian Youth Council and 
other youth groups. 
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Melaka Sultanate Palace (Cultural Museum) 


At the foot of St. Paul's Hill lies the 
wooden replica of a 15th century 
Malay palace. The building has been 
turned into a cultural museum: 

A huge diorama depicts a sultan's 










court while the main exhibits relate 
to Melaka culture. There are also 
exhibits from other parts of Malaysia 
including clothing, weaponry, 
stone inscriptions, musical 
instruments and photographs. 


Maritime Museum 


Located along Jalan Quayside, the 
Maritime Museum is housed in a 
replica of the Flor de la Mar, a 
Portuguese vessel that sank off the 4 
Melaka coast. The museum traces 
the history of Melaka from the 
Sultanate of Melaka in the 14th 
century to the pre-independence era. 
Inside the museum are models of 
ships, authentic maps, old iron chests 
and charts.

Located in 
Chinatown, its unique architectural

Built in 1646, it is the oldest 
Chinese temple in Malaysia. 
Reflective of Southern Chinese 
architecture, it features mythical 
figures, animals, birds and flowers 
of porcelain and glass. The main 
hall is dedicated to Taoist deities, 
The temple has an inscription 
commemorating the first visit 

of Admiral Cheng Ho, the Ming 
emperor's emissary to Melaka."
